Meanwhile, MHartford’s Mayor 
Elmer M Hart assured the com- 
pany the village was eager to 
keep the tanneries and promised 
the dispute over fumes would be 
a “minor issue’ if the wage dif- 
ferences could be settled 

Closing of the tanneries will be 
a blow to the Alton-Wood River 
district, where 600C workers al- 
ready have lost their jobs through 
termination of war contracts in 
other plants Half of Hartford's 
2000 residents are employed in the 
tanneries. 

In announcing its decision last 
Monday, the International Shoe 
Co. merely stated that “a combi- 
nation of circumstances beyond its 
control has convinced the com-

The company today explained 
that its wage rates, although com-

The union, which is seeking a 
wage increase of 20 cents an hour, 
contended its request was not un- 
reasonable, and was designed to 
meet higher living costs rather 
than highet wages paid in other 
industries in the area. 

“The Shell, Standar Oil and 
Wood River refineries and the 
Western Cartridge Co. do pay 
considerably higher wages than 
the tanneries, but we have never 
insisted that International Shoe 
should meet the scales prevailing 
in these other lines of work,” de- 
clared Guy Harper, president of 
the local and chairman of the 
Wood River Central Trades and 
Labor Union.

Charges Opponents of Disputes Bill Seek to 
‘Hang Onto Strike Weapon’ and Use It at 
Will ‘Regardless of Public Interest.’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Don- 
ald R. Richberg, principal drafter 
of the Ball-Burton-Hatch labor 
disputes bill, charged last night 
that labor leaders opposing this 
legislation are “determined to hang 
onto the strike weapon and want 
to use it at, their own pleasure, re- 
gardless of the public interest.” 
Speaking at a dinner of the As- 
sociated Employers of Indiana at 
Indianapolis, the Washington law- 
yer and former government offi- 
cial asserted that these labor lead- 
ers want to dictate wages and 
working conditions by force and 
are unwilling to let them be deter- 
mined by a rule of reason. Copies 
of the speech were made available 
here. . Vv 
“They want to maintain monop- 
olies of labor and closed shops 
than can only be obtained and re- 
tained by force,” he said. “They 


are apostles of.a rule of force in 


industry because they think that 
the balance of power in a contest 
of force is on their side. 

“These labor leaders are not 
fooling the people when they talk 
about peaceful strikes and collec- 
tive bargaining. Lawlessness_ in 
strikes is common practice, be- 
cause merely stopping work will 
not usually bring success. It is 
necessary also to prevent other 
people from working. It is neces- 
Sary to stop customers from buy- 
ing and suppliers from delivering. 
It is necessary to deprive the pub- 
lic of necessary goods and ser- 
vices. It is intimidation and force 
that are relied upon to win a 
strike. 

“Collective bargaining under 
these conditions is merely the po- 
lite name for collective anarchy. 
No government can tolerate such 
conditions and preserve the sup- 
port of its citizéns and the re- 
spect of other nations.

1. Repeal of the Smith-Con- 
nally War Labor Disputes Act, 
which permits strikes if unions 
vote in favor of them. 

2 New legislation to make la- 
bor unions and employers mu- 
tually responsible for observance 
of contracts. 

Chairman °May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, of the House Military Com- 
mittee, said in an interview he 
favored such action and added: 
“I want to hold hearings on it as 
soon as possible. Also, I’m per- 
sonally in favor of specifying that 
either an employer or a _ union 
which won't submit to arbitration 
should have its bargaining rights 
taken away.” 

Representative Arends (Rep.), 
Illinois, minority party House 
whip, said in another interview: 
“This igs tnot a partisan matter. 
Congress and the people both 
want something done soon to halt 
strikes. One piece of helpful leg- 
islation would be to put employers 
and employes on an equal basis, 


so they both had to assume re- 
sponsibility for keeping’ their 
word.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (AP)— 
Chairman George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, called today for reducing 
rather than wiping out income 
taxes for 12,000,000 low-income 


Americans. 

He wants a change made in the 
$5,350,000,000 tax-cut bill which 
rolled through the House yester- 
day by a vote of 343 to 10. 
George said his committee would 
open three days of hearings Mon- 
day on the measuré which—as it 
passed the House—would: 

1. Grant a reduction of 10 per 
cent or better to every individu- 
al taxpayer next year, besides 
striking 12,000,000 off the rolls 
entirely, for an aggregate cut 
of $2,527,000,000. 

2. Cut 1946 corporation taxes 
$1,888,000,000 by lowering the 
business surtax rate and reduc- 
ing, though not eliminating un- 
til 1947, the excess profits tax. 

3. Reduce the excise levies on 


luxury and semi-luxury items to 
prewar levels for a savings to 
consumers of $535,000,000 in the 
last half of 1946. 

4. Repeal the $5 “windshield 
tax” on automobiles, 

5. Freeze the Social Security 
tax at its present 1 per cent rate 
each on employers and employes. 
Otherwise the tax would have 
risen on Jan. 1 to two and one- 
half per cent each. 


Fears Budget Trouble. 

Commenting on the House action 
in relieving 12,000,000, individuals 
of tax liability, George told a re- 
porter: | 

“I think it very unwise to nar- 
row the base, because we may 
face the necessity of meeting 
troublesome budgetary problems 
down the road. We might find it 
necessary to increase revenues 
rapidly, and once off the rolls, it 
would be hard to put the 12,000,- 
000 on again. 

“I think the taxes in the low 
brackets ought to be reduced to 
the point where they would not be 
burdensome, but they should not 
be taken off entirely at this time.” 

The experts who helped Con- 
gressmen frame the tax bill esti- 
mate that the reductions will trim 
federal revenue in 1946 to $27,- 
140,000,000 and increase the na- 
tional debt another 12 billion dol- 
lars. 

“Gag” Charged in House. 

The House rushed through the 
bill with only four hours’ debate 
under a procedure that some mem- 
bers described as a “gag” rile.

They had 
landed on the Italian coast from 
rubber boats on a mission to blow 
up a railway tunnel. 

Dostler’s defense was based on 
the contention he had acted under 
a blanket order from Adolf Hitler 
to execute all commandos and that 
he consulted with his superiors 
before the execution was carried 
out. His counsel, Col. Claudius O. 
Wolfe, had stressed this point in 
his final appeal to the court in 
which he tried unsuccessfully to 
win at least a recommendation of 
clemency. 

Wolfe admonished the commis- 
sion, “Judge not lest ye be judged. 
We won the war, but the next 
time we might not win it, and you 
gentlemen may be sitting in this 
gentleman's place.” 


Death “by Musket” Ordered, 


Then sentence was pronounced 
by Maj. Gen. Lawrence C. Jaynes, 
head of the military commission, 
who directed that Dostler “be shot 
to death by musket.” The defend- 
ant stood stiffly erect as Jaynes 
passed sentence, pausing after 
every few words to allow the offi- 
cial interpreter to translate.

against him, and De Gaulle was 
asked if he would receive the at- 
torneys to hear it. 

“You will learn that 
newspapers.” he replied. 

The defense counsellors said 
their new evidence would prove 
that Laval was arrested by the 
Germans while plotting to turn 
France over to De Gaulle. 

The attorneys said documents 
smuggled out of France and hid- 
den in Switzerland had been found 
and returned today. These, they 
said, showed Laval came to Paris 
at the beginning of August, 1944, 
to declare it an open city and to 
have De Gaulle officially received

Poultry to Help Offset Cut. 

Officials say that an increasing 
supply of chickens and turkeys 
will more than offset any tempor- 
ary reduction in civilian supplies 
of beef, veal and mutton as a re- 
sult of the set-aside program. 

The program was maintained 
throughout the war to obtain sup- 
plies for the armed services and 
other war requirements. It was 
suspended shortly after V-J day. 

The Department of Agriculture 
said meat obtained by the Gov- 
, ernment. for export will be paid 
for by Great Britain, France, 
Holland and Belgium on a 
straight commercial basis. 

The quantities which affected 
Slaughterers will be required to 
set aside for the Government are:

President Truman today bestowed 
the Medal of Honor on 15 Army 
heroes and predicted they'll be the 
type of citizen who will help carry 
the nation to world leadership. 

The decorations—highest given 
for valor—were presented to the 
three officers and enlisted men in 
a mass ceremony at the White 
House before cabinet members, 
high-ranking military officers and 


relatives of the men. 

The heroes came from 14 states. 
Nine are veterans of the European 
fighting and the rest from the Pa- 
cific war fronts. 

The President had a kind word 
for each as he tied the blue-rib- 
boned decoration around their 
necks. Citations were read by 
Maj. Gen, Edward F. Witsell, act- 
ing adjutant general. 

The chief executive concluded 
the 45-minute ceremony with these 
words: 

“Now these young men will 
go back and become citizens of 
this great country, and they 
will make good citizens; and 
you won't find any of them 
bragging about what they have 
done or what they propose to 
do. They are just going to be 
good citizens of the United 
States and they are going to 
help us take this republic to its 
leadership in the world where 
it belongs, and where it has be- 
longed for the past 25 years.” 

Conscientious Objector, 

Among the 15 was the first con- 


scientious objector to receive the 
Medal of Honor. He is Cpl. Des- 
mond T. Doss of Lynchburg, Va., 
a medical aide man whose name 
became a symbol for bravery in 
the Seventy-Seventh Infantry Di- 
vision during the Pacific war. 

Another hero was Technical 
Sgt. Cleto Rodrigues of San Anto- 
nio, Tex., who with a comrade at 
Manila last Feb. 9, wiped out 82 
of a force of 300 Japanese. His 
buddy was killed. 

The audience applauded vigor- 
ously when First Lt. Edward A.

FROM UNGUARDED 
JAIL AND LYNGHED 


Had Been Returned to 
Florida Town to Face 
Cherge cf Attempted 
Attack on Child.

MADISON, Fia., Oct. 12 (AP)— 
A young Negro under indictment 
for attempted criminal assault of 
a 5-year-old white girl was taken 
from the county jail either late 
Wednesday night or early Thurs- 
day morning and shot to death, 
Sheriff Lonnie Davis reported yes- 
terday. 

Sheriff Davis said the Negro, 
Jesse James Payne, was returned 
to the jail here from the state 
prison Tuesday for arraignment. 
He had pleaded not guilty to the 
charge. His case had been sched- 
uled for trial Tuesday. 

Gov. Millard Caldwell at Talla- 
hassee said he had received onfy a 
“sketchy report” on the affair but 
would start an immediate investi- 
gation. | 

Arrested July 4 at Monticello, 
Payne was later removed to the 
state prison after state highway 
patrolmen had guarded him from 
a crowd. Payne was wounded at 
that time in a chase by a posse. 

In reporting the death of Payne, 
Sheriff Davis said the county jail 
here was not guarded. “I never 
had had any guard at the jail,” 
he declared. 

A. K. Black, state attorney for 
the Madison Judicial Circuit, said 
he planned an immediate investi- 
gation. Black said, “Sheriff Davis 
told me he had no evidence who 
did it. He told me other prisoners 
who were in the jail claimed they 
were asleep and did not hear any- 
thing during the night.” 

Black said he had been informed 
there were four or five prisoners 
in the jail at the time. He added 
that, as far as he knew, it was 
customary to leave the jail with- 
out a guard at night. The jail, on 
a lot adjacent to the sheriff's 
home, is surrounded by a steel 
wire fence. 

A coroner’s jury was empaneled 
yesterday by County Judge J. R. 
Kelley. After viewing the Negro’s 
body, the jury adjourned the in- 
quest until Saturday. 

Attorney General J. Tom Wat- 
son, who made a personal investi- 
gation of the Negro’s case, said 
the alleged attack on theyoung 
white child occurred at Greenville 
about 10 days before Payne’s cap- 
ture last July 4.

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Laval Trial Spurs Blum to Urge 
Sweeping Reforms in Judiciary 


Proposes Free and Independent System Pat- 
terned After That in U.S. and Switzerland 
— Favors Electing Judges.

PARIS, Oct. 12 (by radio) 
What he terms “the cruel scandal” 
of the Laval trial is taken as the 
text of a leading article in the 
Socialist organ Le Populaire by 
Leon Blum. The former Premier 
declares that the proposed new 
constitution should establish a 
free and independent judiciary 
patterned after the model of the 
United States and Switzerland, 


He urges that the magistracy 
should be elevated into a “power” 
instead of what he brands as 
merely an “authority.” Justice in 
Frange, he proceeds, must cease 
to be an administrative agency, 
subject, like the other branches, 
to the direction of whatever gov- 
ernment happens to be in power. 

The degree in which complete 
transformation is necessary is 
demonstrated by the decree in the 
Laval case. 

Better Status for Judges. 

“Justice should command and 
deserve the public’s respect,” Blum 
pronounced. “That which has un- 
dermined justice in our country is 


first of all the mediocre status, | 


material and social, which is ac- 
corded to judges and, secondly, 
that particular species of corrup- 
tion which regulates the condi- 
tions of their promotion. The ca- 
reer of a magistrate depends, be- 
fore all, on favors of the govern- 
ment and consequently on parlia- 
mentary recommendations. This 
should cease; the _ constitution 
should put an end to it. We must 
have justice that is clear, expedi- 
tious and cheap and at the same 
time an independent, honored 
magistracy.” 

Candidates for the bench should 


be chosen by election, as in the 
United States and Switzerland, ac- 
cording to Blum, after severe and 


earnest scrutiny of their qualifica- 
tions by the judicial corps itself. 


Promotion should also be award- 
ed by vote, either by the aspir- 


ants’ peers or by judges of the 
rank immediately superior to their 
own, 

Blum disapproves proposals in 
some quarters that the constitu- 
tion should set up a supreme court 
like that of the United States. He 
says he would not like to behold 
the sovereignty of the parliament 
limited by the decisions of judges, 
however highly placed. In the 
times of crisis, he demands, when 
great constitutional principles may 
be threatened, would a verdict of 
the supreme court give them force 
and life? 


Blum then recommends an in- 
novation unknown in America — 
that the constitution should pro- 
vide for the maintenance of po- 
litical parties. Those in the United 
States exist outside the constitu- 
tion.

HIT BY TYPHOON ON OKINAWA 


Three Dead, 10 Missing — 127 Vessels Sunk 
or Damaged — Japan Proper Also 
Heavily Damaged. - 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12 (AP) 
—Okinawa was a scene of destruc- 


tion today, reminiscent of its ap- 
pearance when it was a battle- 


field. A 132-mile typhoon which 
struck the island Tuesday killed 


or heavily damaged. 


three American navy personnel, 
left 10 sailors missing and more 
than 100 American soldiers in- 
jured, and sank, damaged or 
beached 127 naval vessels. 

The typhoon swept northward 
after hitting Okinawa and killed 


at least 69 Japanese, flooded 8000 
houses, washed away 81 bridges 
and left many thousands homeless 
in central and southern Honshu. 

Fifty Superfortresses from the 
Marianas delivered 284 tons of 
food to the 150,000 troops on Oki- 
nawa today. Approximately twice 
that amount will be transported 
to them during the next three 
days by bombers from Guam. 
Next week deliveries will be made 
from Saipan. 

Shelter Facilities Needed, 


In addition to food, the troops 
need shelter facilities to replace 
tents, Quonsett huts and other in- 
stallations that were demolished 


Parked airplanes were rolled 
about by the typhoon, the island's 
food stocks were nearly all de- 
stroyed and hospital patients had 
a nightmarish time throughout 
the hours of darkness. 

Official reports—conceded to be 
fragmentary because of limited 
communications — from Army 
headquarters in Manilu and. fleet 
headquarters at Pearl Harbor,

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COUNCIL TO RULE 
JAPAN MIGHT UNDO 
MVARTHUR'S WORK 


Sources Close to General 
Say It Would Cost Him 
Face, Certainly ‘Cause 


Confusion.’

TOKYO, Oct. 12 (AP)—The Rus- 
sian plan for a central control 
council to rule Japan would cause 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur to lose 
face among the Japanese and im- 
pair his usefulness, sources close 
to*the supreme Allied commander 
declared yesterday. 

“Unquestionably it would cause 
confusion,” one informant said. 
Whether MacArthur would resign 
if a four-power council were set up 
for Japan was not known, since 
he has never discussed the mat- 
ter with anyone. (A suggestion 
that MacArthur would step down 
under such circumstances was 
contained in a Reuters dispatch 
to London.) 

These sources put the problem 
this way: MacArthur, as the su- 
preme commander, has been issu- 
ing orders to the Emperor and the 
Japanese who must carry out his 
orders realize he is boss. 

Might Undo Work. 


If a council should take over— 
or even if it was only on equal 
terms with the general—MacAr- 
thur would, to the Oriental mind, 
lose face. Much of the work al- 
ready done would be undone. 


On the other hand, the creation 
of the Far Eastern advisory com- 
mission, as announced Wednesday 
by Secretary of State Byrnes, was 
interpreted as having no effect on 
MacArthur's status as supreme 
commander. Byrnes indicated he 
was not in favor of the Russian 
plan, which thus far has not been 
considered by President Truman. 

Asked if MacArthur would ac- 
cept an invitation to appear before 
the Far Eastern commission in 
Washington, one source said that 
Gen. George C. Marshal could or- 
der him to return to the United 
States to testify. 

Work Proceeding. 

Headquarters sources insisted 
that enforcement of the Potsdam 
deciaration was proceeding as 
fast as possible; that MacArthur 
did not want to issue orders faster 
than the Japanese could assimilate 
them. 


Much of the work calls for a 
high degree of technical skill. 
Washington has been urged to 
send out the best men possible 
to examine banking records. 
Skilled men are needed for eco- 
nomic, agricultural, shipping and 
monetary questions. 

Already there is a noticeable 
change at MacArthur's headquar- 
ters. The key men in the combat 
organization have gone home. At 
their desks are men who played a 
relatively minor role in the war, 
but who are expert in the fields of 
finance, transportation and the 
like.

With communications seriously 
disrupted, Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery was charged with the 
operational control over most of 
the United States First and Ninth 
Armies while Gen. Bradley co- 
ordinated the effort from the 
south. The 82d and 10l1st Airborne 
Divisions were brougth up from 
theater reserve to retard the mo- 
mentum of the enemy thrust, with 
the 101st, reinforced by armor and 
artillery, holding the important 
road center at Bastogne. 


The shoulders of the penetra- 
tion at Monschau and Echternach 
were stubbornly held by infantry 
divisions moved in from the north 
and from the south, outstanding 
among which were the First, Sec- 
ond, Fourth and Ninety-ninth Di- 
visions. 

The Ardennes battle deserves 

a prominent place in the history 
of the United States Army. The 
splendid stand of the Seventh 
Armored Division at St. Vith, 
the tenacity of the 10lst Air- 
borne and elements of the Tenth 
Armored Division at Bastogne, 
and the numerous examples of 
superb fighting qualities shown 
by the troops of other units 
were in the finest American 
tradition. 

The tide of battle began to 
turn when the United States 
.Third Army brought its full 
weight to bear on the southern 
flank of the salient, where 
Gen. Patton stopped the ad- 
vance of the German columns 
with available reserves and was 
attacking on a two-corps front 
by 22 December with the Third 
and Seventh Corps. 

This shift from an offensive 
across the Saar to a general at- 
tack in southern Luxembourg 
was a brilliant military accom- 
plishment, including corps and 
army staff work of the high- 
est order. Elements of the 
Fifth Division, which were 
fighting in the Saar bridgehead 
on the morning of 20 December 
moved 69 miles, and were in 
contact with the enemy north 
of the Sauer River by nightfall. 

Gen. Devers’ Sixth Army Group 
was required to assume respon- 
sibility for the entire front from 
Saarbrucken south, adding over 
25 miles to its already extended 
front. In order to defend this 
front adequately, full use was 
made in the Seventh Army of the 
infantry regiments of three di- 
visions which were just arriving 
in the theater from the United 
States in advance of their divi- 
sion headquarters and supporting 
troops. 

Terrific Air Blows. 

The weather ceased to favor 
the enemy between 23 and 26 De- 
cember, permitting our  over- 
whelming tactical air forces to 
strike terrific blows at the Ger- 
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man armor and supply columns. 
On 26 December the Fourth Ar- 
mored Division relieved encircled 
Bastogne. The crisis had passed, 
for by this time the German 
salient was being assaulted from 
the north, west and south. 

At the points of extreme pene- 
tration, the enemy had driven 
more than 50 mileg into the Amer- 
ican lines, but he was unable to 
shake loose our valiant units 
fighting desperately to hold the 
critical shoulders of the bulge. 
The depth of his advance was ac- 
cordingly limited and it was pos- 
sible to interdict by artillery fire 
all the important supply roads for 
the leading troops at the tip of 
the salient. 

The reduction of the Ardennes 
salient involved our First and 
Third Armies in heavy fighting 
under severe winter conditions, 
but progress was steady and by 
the end of January the bulge 
was eliminated at a cost which 
later proved fatal to the enemy. 

In the single day of 22 Janu- 
ary, the air force destroyed or 
damaged more than 4192 pieces 
of heavy equipment, including 
locamotives, rail cars, tanks and 
motor and horse-drawn vehicles. 

The Germans gained an ini- 
tial tactical success and im- 
posed a delay of about six 
weeks on the main Allied of- 
fensive in the north, but failed 
to seize their primary objec- 
tives of Liege and Namur, They 
lost 220,000 men, including 110,- 
000 prisoners, and more than 
1400 tanks and assault guns. 

The operation was carried 
out by: the Fifth and Sixth 
Panzer Armies, supported by 
the Seventh Army, thus strip- 
ping the Reich of all strategic 
reserves and seriously depleting 
the resources required to meet 
the powerful Soviet offensive 
in January, 

“Possibly more serious,” re- 
ported Gen, Eisenhower, “was 
the widespread disillusionment 
ensuing from the failure to 
seize any really important ob- 
jective and the realization that 
this offensive for which every 
effort had been brought to bear 
and on which such great hopes 
were pinned, had in no sense 
achieved anything decisive.” 

In mid-January the Second 
British Army launched an attack 
in the Sittard area and within a 
fortnight reached the Roer Val- 
ley, 10 miles inside the Reich. 
Regrouping of the Allied armies 
for further offensive action pro- 
ceeded during January. 

In an effort to divert the pun- 
ishing blows from his forces with- 
drawing from the Ardennes, the 
enemy attacked in the Bavarian 
Palatinate, Here there was 
ground to give, and the United 
States Seventh Army withdrew to 
the Maginot defenses west of the 
Rhine, permitting the detachment 
of divisions for the heavy fight- 


ing in the Bulge. 


Closing the Rhine—Necessary Preliminaries 
To Full-Scale Thrust Into Heart of Germany 


N 20 January the First French 
(har launched an attack in 

the southern Alsace to destroy 
the enemy’s forces in the Colmar 
pocket and clear the west bank 
of the Rhine. The operation in- 
volved a drive through Colmar 
by the American XXI Corps, com- 
manded by Maj. Gen. F. W. Mil- 
burn, and simultaneous attacks 
by forces of the First French 
Army under Gen. de Tassigny 
from the Mulhouse area. 


The climax of the battle was 
a night assault on the bridgehead 
town of Neuf-Brisach by infantry 
of the United States Third Divi- 
sion using assault boats and -scal- 
ing ladders on the moats and 
walls of the fortified town, very 
much after the fashion of medi- 
eval battles, 

After this aggressive action, the 
German positioA in the Alsace 
rapidly deteriorated and by 9% 
February the Allies held a loosely 
defended line along the west bank 
of the Rhine from Strasbourg to 
the Swiss border, freeing troops 
for use in other sectors, The of- 
fensive in the Alsace cost the 


February the First Army had ob- 
tained control of the Erft and the 
Schwammenauel dams, and the 
following day had cleared the en- 
tire west bank of the Roer. Al- 
though failing to prevent the 
flooding of the Roer valley, this 
action forced the Germans to re- 
lease the waters at a time when 
our operations would not be en- 
dangered, tgus removing the most

The combined chiefs of staff 
met at Malta in early February 
preliminary to a meeting with .~ 
President Roosevelt, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill, and Marshal 
.Stalin in the ARGONAUT Con- 
ference at Yalta a few days 
later. En route to the confer- 
ence I met Gen, Eisenhower 
briefly at a secret rendezvous 
near Marseilles where we dis- 
cussed his future plans that 
were later approved at Malta, 
providing for the closing of the 
Rhine, the destruction of enemy 
forces west of the river, the 
seizure of bridgeheads across the 
river in the north and south and 


Canadian Army began its attack 
following a heavy air and artillery 
preparation. Initially, the Ca- 
nadian advance was rapid, but 
flooded terrain delayed the start 
of the Ninth Army attack, per- 
mitting the enemy to concentrate 
against the Canadians, 


Paralyzing Air Raids. 

In preparation for the Ninth 
Army offensive, the Tactical and 
Strategic Air Forces flew almost 
10,000 sorties on 22 February, cov- 
ering rail and transportation tar- 
gets throughout the length and 
breadth of Germany. These blows 
from British, French and Italian 
bases were designed to paralyze 
the German rail system and iso- 
late the Weatern Front. 

The next day the Ninth Army 
attack was launched, and although 


DVANCING on the right of 
Ate Ninth Army, the First 

Army captured the ruins of 
Cologne on 7 March against stout 
resistance. On the same day ele- 
ments of its Ninth Armored Divi- 
sion, probing to the Rhine further 
south, found the Ludendorff 
Bridge at Remagen intact and 
immediately crossed to the east 
bank, developing a small bridge- 
head. 

Such a windfall had been 
hoped for but not expected. The 
prompt seizure and exploitation 
of the crossing demonstrated 
American initiative and adapt- 
abality at its best, from the dar- 
ing action of the platoon leader 
to the Army commander who 
quickly redirected all his movy- 
ing columns in a demonstration 
of brilliant staff management. 
He established powerful ele- 
ments across the river immedi- 
ately in accordance with direct 
orders from Gen. Eisenhower. 
The bridgehead provided a ser- 
lous threat to the heart of Ger- 
many, a diversion of incalculable 
value both to the main effort in 
the Ruhr and to the reduction of 
the Saar-Palatinate. It became 
a springboard for the final. of- 
fensive to come. 

In the meantime, the Third 
Army was forcing its way through 
the rugged Eifel hills. By 7 
March, constant pressure had 
crushed the German front north 
of Moselle. Gen. Patton’s armor 
broke out and dashed forward to 
the Rhine near Koblenz on the 
9th. Contact was established with 
Gen. Hodges’ First Army units 
southeast of Remagen, and by 11 
March the Allies controlled the 
west bank of the Rhine from Nij- 
megen in Holland to its jungtion 
with the Moselle at Koblenz. 


Patton Moves In. 

Once the Fifel sector had heen 
mopped un, Gen. Patton was ready 
to assist the Seventh Army in re- 
ducing the Saar pocket. Gen. 
Eisenhower wrote me: 

“Tomorrow morning the XX 

Corps of Patton’s Armv begins 

a local attack in the Trier area 


as a preliminary to the general 
attack by Seventh Army on the 
15th. So far as we can deter- 
mine there is not a single re- 
serve division in this whole area. 
If we can get a quick break- 
through, the advance should go 
very rapidly and success in the 
region will multiply the advan- 
tage we have secured in the 
bridgehead at Remagen.

N six weeks the combined ef- 
| forts of the Allied armies had 

achieved a major objective. The 
German soil west of the Rhine had 
been cleared of all hostile forces. 
The river itself had been forced 
in two fortuitous crossings, and 
the freedom of action of the Ger- 
man defense on the east bank was 
seriously curtailed. Gen, Eisén- 
hower was now ready to launch 
his offensive beyond the Rhine, 


Several considerations gov- 
erned the selection of the area 
north of the Ruhr for the main 
effort. A drive in this sector was 
the quickest means of denying 
what vestige remained of the 
once rich Ruhr industries to the 
enemy. That stretch of the 
Rhine between Emmerich and 
Wesel was one of the two best 
sites for a forced crossing, and 
the Germans had brought up 
only relatively inferior forces to 
oppose such an operation. Once 
across that river, the gently roll- 
ing terrain north of the Ruhr 
was most suitable for mobile 
and tank operations, the type of 
warfare it was desired to force 
upon the enemy because of his 
shortage in tanks, vehicles and 
motor fuel. 


Across the Rhine. 


After a heavy aerial and artil- 
lery preparation, the Second Brit- 
ish Army began an assault cross- 
ing of the Rhine during the eve- 
ning of 23 March. Next morning, 
the United States Seventeenth 
and the Sixth British Airborne 
Divisions were dropped north and 
northeast of Wesel.

sition. On 16 March a spearhead 
of the Fourth Armored Division 
broke through for a gain of 32 
miles and seized two bridges 
across the Nahe river south of 
Bak Kreuznach, 


Resistance Crumbles. 


From this point on, resistance 
south of the Moselle crumbled. 
Armored divisions of the Third 
and Seventh Armies enveloped the 
Saar, and the Rhine cities of 
Worms and Mainz fell to our swift

While pocketed German forces 
in the Saar were still in process 
of being mopped up, Third Army 
infantry of the corps under.

sions. Kichberg gave the follow- 
ing reasons for opposing 
stricted compulsory arbitration: 

1. The possibility of com- 
pulsory arbitration would seri- 
ously weaken negotiation and 
collective bargaining. It would 
encourage a stubborn, unreason- 
able negotiator to refuse to 
agree and to take his chance on 
an arbitration and an adverse 
award for which he would ac- 
cept no responsibility. 

2. Labor disputes involve ques- 
tions of .air wages and reason- 
able working conditions, for 
which there are no fixed stand- 
ards, so that it is difficult for 
impartial judges to make sure 
tha’ their decision is just, 

3. It is difficult to get im- 
partial judges for labor disputes, 
because in these cases persons 
without emotional or economic 
prejudice are hard to find, 

4. Co-operation between em- 
ployers and employes should be 
based on agreement and not on 
compulsion, 

With these premises, Richberg 
said that “the way to prevent 
strikes is not to establish compul- 
sory arbitration.” He called for a 
law that would prevent either 
party to a dispute from taking a 
one-sided action to change condi- 
tions to its own advantage until 
every reasonable effort had been 
made to settle differences by nego- 
tiation. This, he said, was the pro- 
cedure of the successful Railway 
Labor Act. 

Matter of Public Approval. 

“There are, of course,” he cen- 
tinued, “a great many things in 
the B2H bill which go far beyond 
the provisions of the Railway 
Labor Act. There is, for example, 
a provision for compulsory arbi- 
tration of a limited class of labor 
disputes when a stoppage of pro- 
duction would deprive a commu- 
nity of the necessities of life. 
“Such- unsettled disputes are al- 
ways finally decided by compul- 
sion—by the action of a Mayor or 
a Governor or a President, using 
the police or the soldiery or the 
power to seize property in order to 
save the public from intolerable 
injury. The B2H bill provides, in- 
stead of such compulsion, for a 
judicial hearing by an impartial 
commission and the making of an 
award which @ill be binding on 
the parties for a trial period of 
normally one year, 
“Let it be conceded that any 
form of compulsory arbitration is 
undesirable and that this provi- 
sion of the B2H bill, and other 
provisions that go beyond the 
Railway Labor Act, would be 
thoroughly debated and only en- 
acted if they meet widespread pub- 
lic approval.” 


CLAIM ON CONTINENTAL SHELF 
VERY IMPORTANT, ICKES SAYS 


WASHINGTON, ¢ Oct. 12 (AP)— 
The United States claim to owner- 
ship of the natural resources of 
the continental shelf was termed 
by Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
yesterday as a “very important 
move.” 

“The future may disclose that it 
is one of the great territovial ad- 
vances of the United States,” 
Ickes told a press conference. He 
said there was a prospect of great 
petroleum and mineral wealth in 
the submerged lands extending to 
the 600-foot depth which marks 
the limit of the continental shelf. 

Ickes said the question of state 

versus federal ownership of the 
tidelands should be left to the 
United States Supreme Court. 
A House-passed bill releasing 
any federal claim to ownership 
of tidelands and submerged lands 
in the states is now pending be- 
fore the Senate. It is supported 
by the onarnerys general of 46 
states.

S an American citizen, as well as by instinct, by training and 
A» the actual experience of nearly five years with the Office 
of Scientific Research and Development, I am deeply concerned 
about our postwar policy for scientific research on military problems. 
The importance of new weapons in modern warfare is generally 
understood. It is evident to all thinking people that the evolution 
of new weapons may determine not only the outcome of battles but 


even the total strategy of war. 


In the past, the pace of war has 
been sufficiently slow so that this 
nation has never had to pay the 
full price of defeat for its lack 
sof preparedness. Twice we have 
just gotten by because we were 
given time to prepare while others 
fought. This time the margin was 
narrower than in 1914. Th. next 
time—and we must keep that 
eventuality in mind—we are not 
likely to be so fortunate. 

It is imperative, therefore, that 
after this war we begin at once 
to prepare intelligently for the 
type of modern war which may 
confront us with great suddenness 
sometime in the future.... 


Proper Organization Is Key. 

“The very heart of the problem 
of an adequate postwar organiza- 
tion for research and develop- 
ment lies in the organization of 
the War and Navy Departments 
themselves. Unless this major 
problem is resolutely faced and 
resolved, the solution of the pe- 
ripheral problem (such as the form 
of organization for civ.'ian par- 
ticipation in military research) 
will not enable us to prepare our- 
selves adequately for the wars 
which may come. 

In fact, it may well be main- 
tained that if the Army and the 
Navy are properly organized, and 
if they approach the problem of 
science and scientific research in 
a sound and thorough fashion, the 
enthusiastic co-operation of civil- 
fans will more readily follow. 
Even more important, a sound 
military organization, receptive to 
the role of science and of civilian 
scientists, will enable an auxiliary 
civilian organization to operate to 
maximum advantage. The con- 
verse is equally true. No mere 
addition of an auxiliary civilian 
body to aid the military effort will 
insure adequate development of 
weapons in peace if the military 
organization itself is unsound or 
unreceptive. 


Planning at Top Vital. 

Since the over-all postwar mili- 
tary framework has not yet been 
fixed, it is difficult tc discuss or- 
ganization for military research 
and development in any explicit 
way. Yet certain principles seem 
clear. I would like to summarize 
four important principles: 

First: There must be adequate 
planning at the, top for the evo- 
lution of weapons and for the 
strategic use of new weapons... . 

Military tradition has in the 
past called for planning in terms 
only of existing weapons. Such 
planning is done in view of all the 
complexities of logistics, training, 
intelligence and personnel to fit 
into an over-all strategic program. 
The failure to have at the top 
levels of the military organization 
trained scientists and military 
leaders who plan in terms of fu- 
ture weapons or weapons in proc- 
ess of evolution may be costly in 
terms of lives and battles. Of 
course, planning for immediate 
campaigns must always be done 
in terms of existing weapons. The 
long range planning of a whole 
war, however,.must go farther. 
It must be done in the terms of 
the evolution of weapons and

Recognition for Technician. 

Second: The position of the 
technical man in uniform must be 
improved. 

It is not enough merely that 
technical and scientific planning 
be done at the level of high com- 
mand. The position of the tech- 
nical man should be improved 
throughout the length and 
breadth of both the.services. Men 
in responsible positions should 
have better technical training. 
Conversely, soundly trained tech- 
nical men should be eligible for 
high command, Lastly, broad or 
complex programs of research and 
development should have a status 
at a staff level. 

Under conditions of modern 
war, a grasp of broad technical 
trends would seem to be as fine a 
qualification, when combined with 
indoctrination in the art of com- 
mand, as an officer of the top 
rank could possibly have. Yet 
the practice of the two American 
services seems to have been based 
on the assumption that technical 
specialization is incompatible with 
high command. It is hard to see 
how this tradition ever arose; yet 
it has certainly existed for a long 
period of time. It is reflected in 
many ways: In the limited courses 
on science given at West Point 
and Annapolis, in the failure of 
the regulations on promotion and 
selection for high command to 
give due credit to advanced scien- 
tific and technical accomplish- 
ment—in effect, the road of high 
command lies through field com- 
mand alone. ... 

Men in uniform should receive 
better and more fundamental sci- 
entific training. Provision should 
be made for advanced scientific 
training of large numbers of offi- 
cers either at special service 
schools or through a fuller utili- 
zation ‘of existing colleges and 
universities. The War College idea 
is a sound one. It should be ex- 
tended to include an advanced 
military vollege devoted to the 
evolution of weapons and its re- 
lation to strategy. It should bring 
together for training officers of 
land, sea and air... . 

Until technical men in uniform 
are given better training, and until

HAT was the day the Japs 
truly hit us. They struck the

gayen Gulf, with a task force of 
warships and then unloaded 84 
jammed transports. 

That was the day I realized, for 


all time, the futility of trying to 
fight a war without an air force. 
What targets those 84 transpofts 
would have made! But the only 


plane over them during the land- 
ing was a P-40 reconnaissance 
ship. The navy’s handful of mo- 
tor torpedo boats were far south. 

My orders from MacArthur were 
simple and to the point: “In the 
event of a landing, attack and de- 
stroy the landing force.” 

But it was not possible to at- 
tack, even if trained troops had 
been available. There was no room 
to deploy any considerable force 
between the mountains and the 
beaches in the landing area. I 
intensified the patrol activities 
around the landings, to delay their 
advance as much as possible, while 
I maneuvered my divisions into 
positions from which a counter- 
attack could be launched, 

The shooting war opened on the 
16th of December, and looking 
back on it makes me think that 
it was touchingly symbolic of all 
other combats in the futile fight 
for the Philippines. Two bus- 
loads of Jap troops Moving south 
from Vigan were ambushed by a 
platoon of Filipino infantrymen 
commanded by a Lieut. Williams. 
The ambush took place at a lit- 
tle point named Tagudin—the be- 
ginning, tiny as it was, of a land 
war that was to make the whole 
Pacific shake. 

The Jap busses were blocked by 
Williams’s men. Shots rang out 
from the hidden positions at the 
side of the road, and when the 
Japs piled out of their vehicles 
Lt. Williams waded into them 
with his pistol and killed four of 
them single-handedly at close 
quarters, 

Then our men withdrew. It was 
the beginning of endless days and 
nights of killing Japs, getting 
killed, and withdrawing. Not that 
we did not try, with everything we 
had, to hold whatever we had. 

The Jap had showed his hand 
by now. He would not strike near 
the Zambales coast. So I asked 
MacArthur to release the Thirty- 
first Division from my command 
and to give me the Ninety-first, 
lock, stock and barrel, It had 
only been attached to me; not 
mine. Word came back to me 
from Manila that MacArthur ap- 
proved, and at the same time 
came a MacArthur order for niy 
North Luzon force to hold the 
enemy north of an east-to-west 
line running across the narrow 
coastal plane 50 miles below Vi- 
gan at San Fernando La Union. 
There was only one way south for 
the Vigen landing forces, and that 
was straight south down the coast- 
al plain. The mountain on their 
left and the China Sea on their 
right blocked any other route. 

The Japs came down the coast- 
al plain on Dec. 21 and collided 
with one battalion of the Thir- 
teenth Infantry Regiment and one 
battalion of the Twelfth near San 
Juan, five miles north of San 
Fernando, Outflanked by the pow- 
er.of the enemy, and because of 
inexperience, my men dispersed 
and were cut off from the main 
body. Scattered remnants of the 
ruptured units fled into the moun- 
tain to the east, and filtered back 
to us in smal] groups for the next 
two weeks. 

The senior American officers 
with the Thirteenth and the 
Twelfth Infantry Regiments, 
Lieut. Cols. Moses and Noble, and 
Maj. Joe Ganahl, were three of 
the finest combut officers in my 
command. Ganahl, a spirited Tex- 
an, fought as few men have ever 
fought until the fall of Bataan. 
And then, when he must have seen 
with haggard eyes the faint ray 
of liberation, he met his death 
near the end of the war when a 
Navy submarine torpedoed a Jap 
prison ship filled with our men. 

Only God knows what happened 


to Noble and Moses ... brave 
men, : 

They took to the mountains af- 
ter the fall of Bataan and suc- 
ceeded in organizing a fair-sized 
guerrilla force with which they 
proceeded to harass the Japs for 
many months, ambushing, raiding 
and living the rugged life of the 
hunted. 

Stories of their indomitable spir- 
it reached us in whispered reports 
from men who had seen them or 
had first-hand information of 
what they accomplished.

A Threat to Our Roads 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

No matter how plausible the highway 
bill passed by the present Legislature 
may be made to appear, it will be a 
miracle if it does not throw a monkey 
wrench into our road-building enterprise. 

For nearly 25 years, Missouri has 
pointed to its highway code as more or 
less of a Magna Carta in its way. 

The proposal to substitute 10 com- 
missioners territorially appointed for 
our present State Highway Commission 
strikes, in my opinion, at the heart of 
the principle which has made possible 
the remarkable achievements of this 
State in highway eonstruction. Its au- 
thors seem to forget that we are build- 
ing and maintaining in Missouri not a 
provincial but a state-wide system. 

The administraton of our State High- 


way Department by four men, chosen | 


state-wide, has gone on for nearly a 
quarter of a century. During that time, 
we have built several hundred million 
dollars’ worth of highways and laid out 
a system of more than 16,000 miles and 
considered and passed several proposals 
submitted to the voters without anyone 
having found any fault with the four- 
man commission. 

If the proposed radical changes are 
made in the personnel of this body, we 
will never again be able to obtain ap- 
proval for any kind of road proposal 
which may be submitted to the voters. 
The adoption of road programs by pop- 
ular vote has in the past made it possi- 
ble for us to get where we are. 

How contradictory, in the face of all 
the clamor for streamlining and reduc- 
ing the personnel of government, to con- 
sider an increase of 150 per cent in the 
membership of the Highway Commission 
with all its attendant expenses, political 
implications and the like! 

No one seems able to figure out the 
guiding motive behind all this sudden 
tinkering with our road statutes, which 
is the first that has come up with any 
prospect of enactment since the adoption 
of the Centennia] Road Law in 1922. The 
main argument seems to be_ that 
the Highway Department is bureaucratic 
“and cold and indifferent to appeals for 
the building of additional highways. 

How much of this arises from person- 
al pique or ignored prerogatives, one 
“cannot say, but it seems there are bet- 
ter ways to obtain redress for injured 
feelings than to upset the entire State 
highway procedure, The Governor has 
lately reorganized the commission to 
meet that situation, 

Multiplication of commissioners will 
not bring increase in mileage of roads. 
It may add to the highways in some di- 
visions at the expense of others. This 
is the reason I have stated that pend- 
ing measures strike at the heart of the 
principle by which our road-building 
success has been attained. 

John Malang, whose contributions to 
road building in Missouri were out- 
standing, was often heard to say that 
the most important word in our State 
Highway Code was the word “connect- 
ed,” “a connected system of State high- 
ways.” The introduction of that princi- 
ple took Missouri out of the mud and 
put it in a class which distinguished it 
from certain adjoining states which are 
still laboring under the same handicap 
that held Missouri back 25 years ago. 

The ailment from which we now suf- 
fer is not shortage of commissioners, or 
need of territorial and political appoint- 
ments. We are suffering from insatiable 
demand for more roads on the one hand 
and inadequacy of revenue on the other 
hand. You cannot get blood out of a tur- 
nip. 
Sica confusion is the logical out- 
come of defeat in 1938 of a comprehen- 
sive road program for this State. That 
plan provided rural roads and arterial 
streets, and the money to pay for them, 
It was defeated by politicians and spe- 
cial interests. 

So we are now attempting to cure these 
ills by falling out with our splendid 
highway system which has been effici- 
ently and honestly administered, We are 
introducing factors which, as I have 
said, threaten collapse unless some 
miracle takes place.

Leland Stowe’s article published yesterday in 
the Post-Dispatch, about the collapse of the Big 
Five meeting in London, is something of a jour- 
nalistic masterpiece. It illustrates what has been 
proved over and over again in the past 10 years 
—that the people must rely more on newspaper 
correspondents for the inner meaning of events 
than on their own statesmen. For demonstra- 
tion of this, Mr. Stowe’s dispatch should be read 
alongside Secretary Byrnes’s superficial and mis- 
leading radio report on the Big Five fiasco. 

If Stowe’s analysis and conclusions do not 
stand up at all points, it is not for lack of strong 
corroborative evidence. He pieces together the 
jigsaw fragments of information handed out to 
the public and forms a pattern that has all the 
appearance, at least, of logic and truth. 


We were told by Secretary Byrnes that the 
issue on which the conference foundered was 
this: “Whether the peace shall be made by 
three or even five nations, to the exclusion of 
other nations vitally concerned in the main- 
tenance and enforcement of the peace...” 
That sounded like a good principle for the 
United States to stand on. It sounded especially 
good when Mr. Byrnes reminded his radio listen- 
ers that the Russians, after first agreeing to the 
inclusion of France and China, suddenly re- 
versed themselves and thereafter would not 


budge. 


An Economie Torpedo 


But let us go back. It was on Sept. 11 that 
the Russians agreed to include France and China 
in the peace discussion. In doing so, they agreed 
to depart from the strict terms of the Potsdam 
agreement. That agreement limited participa- 
tion in the Romanian, Bulgarian and Hungarian 
peace settlements to those states which had 
signed the terms of those countries’ surrender. 
France and China were not signatories. 


Eleven days later, on Sept. 22, the Russians 
reversed themselves and said they would insist 
on exclusion of France and China, and on a 
strict adherence to the Potsdam terms. This 
seemed inconsistent and unreasonable, repre- 
senting what some regarded as the typical Rus- 
sian double-cross. 

But, as Mr. Stowe charges, an event occurred 
Sept. 17 which was the torpedo that blew up the 
conference. This was a report by a committee 
of United States economic advisers saying that 
the Potsdam agreement on industrial disarma- 
ment of Germany and on collection of repara- 
tions was difficult, if not impossible, of achieve- 
ment. While the report, so far as anyone knows, 
has not been officially accepted by the United 
States and Britain, it was evidently considered 
by Russia a forerunner of official policy. 


The effect of the economic advisers’ report 
was to urge the softening of the peace terms 
against Germany to admit of a far higher de- 
gree of industrialization than Truman, Stalin and 
Attlee had agreed upon. The public was not 
notified of the report; the heavy mantle of se- 
crecy covered it, as it did nearly all other phases 
of the conference. In fact, it was not made pub- 
lic until the New York Times, on Oct. 8, printed 
a long and detailed dispatch about it from Ray- 
mond Daniell'in Berlin. 


The sensational nature of the report consisted 
not only in the indication that Britain and Amer- 
ica were veering toward a soft peace instead of 
a hard. one, but in Russia’s suspicion that the 
grand strategy of the Western powers is to build 
up Germany as a bulwark against the Soviet 
Union. That was the strategy of-the late, un- 
lamented. Neville Chamberlain, the umbrella 
man of Munich, and it led to untold disaster. 


For five days the Russians studied this report, 
and then announced they would insist upon ex- 
clusion of France and China from the Balkan 
peace settlements. They did so, argues Mr. 
Stowe, beeause they decided they had to stand 
fast on the Potsdam agreement. If they relaxed 
it in this one matter, “how could Moscow then 
consistently oppose the American economic ex- 
perts’ proposals to water down seriously the 
basic terms for Germany’s economic future?” 


The Basic German Issue 


The matter of China and France is by com- 
parison a minor issue. The issue of Germany's 
economic future is of basic importance. It in- 
volves the ability of Germany to start another 
war, and the Russians are determined this shall 
never happen. 


So are the people of Britain and the United 
States, but some of the people who are advis- 
ing our statesmen—notably the economists who 
signed the report—are evidently willing to take 
a chance. Mr. Daniell’s story in the New York 
Times points out that the economists were under 
the direction of Gen, William F. Draper, in pri- 
vate life a member of the firm of Dillon, Read 
& Co. This company made large loans to Ger- 
many after the last war. The committee in- 
cluded the pre-war chief of General Motors’ 
Opel Works in Germany. 


In an editorial of July 29, in which concern 
Was expressed over the danger that economic 
controls over Germany were being relaxed, we 
pointed out that “there are at least a dozen men 
on the staff of our Group Control Council in 
Germany who come from American companies 
closely affiliated with the elaborate German in- 
dustrial pattern that was set up expressly tor 
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The Maggot in the Apple 


the purpose of gearing science and production 
to ‘master race’ conquest.” We listed them. 


A suspicion mildly enough expressed at that 
time now becomes a matter of alarm in view 
of the Gen. Draper report and other signs of 
appeasement of German industry, in which both 
British and American capital has had big invest- 
ments and intricate and profitable cartel ar- 
rangements. Let us not forget that, just before 
the war started.in 1939, a group of German and 
British industrialists and financiers agreed to 
meet their German counterparts in a big ap- 
peasement meeting at Duesseldorf. 


British Eyes on the Ruhr 


In a recent dispatch from Brunswick, Ger- 
many, Edward P. Morgan wrote of an indication 
that Britain’s policy toward Germany is aimed 
at an eventual “economic union” with the great 
industrial Northwest of the old Reich, including 
the Ruhr. Morgan reports that the British feel 
deeply they must have a stake in the Ruhr be- 
cause, without it, they will never make a come- 
back economically; moreover, that, without it, 
they would not be able to fight another war. “It 
is startling,” he adds, “how many Britons in re- 
sponsible positions here feel that the eventuality 
of war with Russia must be prepared for.” 


Of course, the Draper report is worded inno- 
cently enough. Its reasoning, if its premises are 
accepted, has the appearance of logic. It says 
that a carved-up Germany cannot provide for its 
own needs and for the payment of reparations 
unless much of its industry—including border- 
line war industry—is left intact. But some of 
the report’s premises in reaching this conclusion 
are highly questionable. 

It is true, as we have said, that the Draper 
report has not become the official view of 
either the British or the American government. 
Nevertheless, it is just in such ways as this that 
the maggot crawls into the apple. Mr. Morgen- 
thau, who drew up the original plan for de- 
industrialization of Germany which was accepted 
at Potsdam, evidently has had wind of the mag- 
got, for he warns in his just-published book that 
he does not think much of the way the United 
States is carrying out its part of Germany policy. 
He sharply criticizes the practice of leaving Ger- 
man industrial resources in the hands of “their 
old masters” to get immediate production, 


Senator Kilgore and Representative Voorhis 
have been warning the country that we have not 
imposed and enforced the controls over German 
industry that will destroy its whole aggressive 
system of monopolies and controls. 


Kilgore charges that, under existing condi- 
tions, Germany could develop within a few years 
a war potential greater than that of 1939. He 
quotes Henry Fowler of the FEA as saying: “As 
it stands today, Germany, except for the United 
States, is the outstanding armament machine 
shop in the world.” 


Chance for German Revival 


Mr. Voorhis wants to know why IG Farben, 
the heart.of the German war economy, has not 
been broken up; why the Interdepartmental Pol- 
icy Committee on Germany, which drew up a 
cartel-smashing program for the Reich, has been 
“so quietly dissolved”; why “specific publicity” 
cannot be given our policy for the American 
zone. (Apparently as a result of such criticisms, 
sweeping moves for seizing and dismantling of IG 
plants were ordered today by Gen. Eisenhower.) 


Kilgore and Voorhis are two of the many 
members of Congress who fear that, having won 
the war against Germany on the field of battle, 
we are in danger of losing it in the fields of 
finance and economics, 

In a speech last night, Edwin Pauley, Ameri- 
can representative on the Allied Reparations 
Commission, pointed out that some persons say 
it is “unrealistic” to strip Germany of its heavy 
industry. Mr. Pauley asked: “Could it be that 
pressure is being exerted from as yet unidenti- 
fied sources which are interested in reviving the 
German cartel system, regardless of how danger- 
ous such a revitalization would be to the peace 
of the world . . .?” 

Do we have to remind ourselves every day 
that German industrialists teamed up with Hit- 
ler, the Junkers and the General Staff to start 
World War II? Do we have to remind our- 
selves that without the Krupps and the Thys- 
sens, and their immense production and scien- 
tific systems, the war could not have been 
fought? If so, it is a tragic commentary on our 
intelligence. For us to forget these things in 
the interest of a soft peace attuned to the 
sweetly persuasive arguments of economists is 
to betray the men who lie dead on foreign fields 
—men whose bodies are scarcely cold. 


In the light of dispatches from Stowe, Morgan, 
Daniell and others—and in the absence of offi- 
cial contradictions or disavowals—the reason the 
London conference blew up lies in Russia's fear 
that the United States and Britain are softening 
up in their attitude toward Germany; in Russia’s 
further fear that the Western democracies are 
ganging up in anticipation of trouble with Russia 
in the future. There was no hint of any of this 
in Secretary Byrnes’s report. 

Surely, unless the miasma of fear and suspi* 
cion is blown away by open and obviously honest 
statesmanship on the part of the whole Big 
Three, the stage is being set for World War III. 


Praise for MacArthur 


Gen, MacArthur deserves high praise for his 
rapid acts to bring Western light into the dark 
and devious institutions of Japan. Last week it 
was freedom of speech, religion, assembly and 
opinion. Now he has added woman suffrage, 
encouragement of labor organization, a more 
liberal mode of education and an end of the 
secret inquisitions and the monopolies that have 
ridden Nipponese politics and economics for so 
long. 

These moves seem, of course, only elementary 
sense to Americans. MacArthur has launched 
them, but inculcating them in the tradition and 
habit of the people is the long business. To 
accomplish that will stretch the talents of Mac- 
Arthur and his superiors to the utmost, and in 
directions that cannot be fully foreseen now, So 
promising, however, is the manner of this begin- 


ning that there is legitimate basis to hope this 
great adventure in political rebirth may prosper.

Evidence is accumulating that the United 
States is heading for a shortage of doctors 
and dentists, Within 12 months, 28,000 will 
be released by the armed forces. Their re- 
turn to private life will bring some relief. 
It will solve none of the long-range prob- 
lems, 

The signs of shortage are developing at 
a time when there is a mounting need for 
civilian medical care, restricted during the 
war years. The shortage may be years in 
reaching its maximum, but the causes are 
now apparent: 


The draft of 18-year-old students will cut 
the enrollment in premedical schools. It 
will be reflected in medical schools three 
years hence unless enough veterans and 
women enter training to fill the gap. 


Veterans’ care wil] take thousands of 
doctors out of civilian practice. The Vet- 
erans’ Administration is making plans 
to care for 300,000 patients in the next 20 
years. ' 


Demobilization No Answer 


The Army and Navy will be larger in the 
future than during any period of peace in 
history, with a resultant need for more 
medical officers than before the war. 


The war itself cost many doctors their 
lives. Others have become incapacitated by 
injuries, The increased load put on doctors 
who stayed at home has been the cause of 
additional casualties in the profession. 

The war left thousands of communities 
with insufficient medical protection. In 
many sections, the need now is acute. Such 
areas are putting increasing pressure on 
Congress, on public health officials and on 
the armed forces to get physicians out of 
uniform and back into private practice, 

That will bring relief, particularly during 
the coming winter. But the problem of the 
future cannot be solved by demobilization. 
That problem is to assure adequate medica! 
care for the entire population. It is com- 
plicated by the fact that the trend among 


civilian doctors and dentists for years has 
been away from rural communities and 
toward the cities. Here is the outlook, by 
professional groups: 


The Army and Navy now have 20,000 
young doctors who never have been in 
private practice. If, upon demobilization, 
they establish themselves in areas of great- 
est need, medical care may reach normal 
peacetime levels by next spring. Should they 
settle in the cities, however, the over-all 
medical care of the nation will suffer and 
the distribution of physicians in ratio to 
the population will be worse than it is now. 


Problem of Rural Areas 


The problem of medical protection for 
remote rural areas is attracting increasing 
attention of public health officials. To off- 
set the medical trend toward the cities, 
the suggestion has been made that state 
universities offer tuition-free medical 
courses to students who agree to practice 
at least two years within the state in desig- 
nated communities. 


Dentists in uniform generally intend to 
resume private practice, according to a 
recent survey. But 22 per cent of those 
who answered a questionnaire say they do 
not plan to return to their old communt- 
ties. They want to establish themselves in 
small cities, further reducing the dental 
care in rural areas, 


The demand for dental care is expected to 
exceed the capacity of dentists for another 


10 years. ; 


An estimated 15,000,000 rural residents 
are without adequate doctor care or hos- 
pital facilities. War dislocations caused the 
doctor-patient ratio in about a third of all 
United States counties to drop to one phy- 
sician for each 3000 population. In many big 


cities, the ratio is a doctor for each 700 


people, 

The immediate job ahead is to spread 
the available medical care evenly over the 
entire population, and keep it there. 


A New Lincoln Memorial

The old Illinois Capitol building in which 
Abraham Lincoln delivered his historic 
“house divided” speech was recently pur- 
chased as a Lincoln memorial by the State, 
and will probably be used to house Lincoln 
collections. 

Lincoln was largely responsible, as # 
member of the State Legislature, for thx 
selection of Springfield as the capital of 
[llinoig in the 1830s, He watched the con- 
struction of this fine old building, where 
he had his headquarters during the presi- 
dential campaign of 1860. After his death 


in 1865, his body lay in state there. 


Today, Springfield is a mecca for those 
interested in Lincoln lore. Not far from 
the old Capitol is the home where Lincoln 
lived two years after his marriage—the 
only home he ever owned. 


Lincoln’s tomb with its gallery of Lin- 
coln sculpture and the New Salem pioneer 
village are other monuments that attract 
visitors, But the old Capitol, as a State 
monument, may become the greatest at. 


traction of all. 


Introduction of New Farm Crops 
Urged for Welfare of Americas 


“New Crops for the New World,” Edited by Charlies 
Morrow Wilson, (Macmillan Co., New York.) 


Charles Morrow Wilson, specialist in trop. 
ical agriculture and Latin Americam affairs, 
believes that one path to better government 
and to socia] justice is to be found in bet» 
ter farming, He wants the Americas to 
try out that path, and offers by way of 
encouragement a compilation of 16 essays 
by 14 authorities in horticulture and agri- 
culture on just what has been and can be 
done. 

The essays deal with everything from 
what the editor captions the “ubiquitous 
guava” to hybrid corn. Anyone who has 
been exposed to the guava would qualify it 
with a stronger adjective than “ubiquitous,” 
and ‘advise spraying it with DDT before 
approaching—before it is made intd one of 
the most delicious jams conceivable. But 
few will imagine there were so many kinds 
of corn in the world, and the article deal 
ing with that subject should be absorbing 
even to those who are merely fond of corn- 
bread or who raise throwbacks to odd va- 
rieties in a Victory garden. The article 
is written by Edgar Anderson, geneticist 
of the Missouri Botanical Garden and pro 
fessor of bofany at Washington University. 

a * * 


Many of the crops dealt with in the book 
are tropical or semi-tropical: assorted 
fruits, rubber, palm oils and waxes, medi- 
cal products (including quinine), silks, su- 
gar cane and bamboo. The last is to the 
craftsman what corn is to the culinary 
artist, for it seems it can be turned into 
anything from ship models or drinking cups 
to houses, 

The implication is that bamboo could be 
grown to greater advantage in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, as could some of the trop- 
ical fruits: mangoes, sapodillas, soursops, 
papaya, pejibaye, mangosteen—and the ubi- 
quitous guava. The authors hope that 
speedier refrigerated transportation will 
open the United States market to the 
fruits. They also hope the Western Hem- 
isphere will learn a bit from World War II 
and not plant its vital crops, like rubber, 
quinine, oi] palms, all chiefly indigenous to 
the Americas, so extensively where the 
Japs-—or any successors in looting—can 
take them over so easily.

Charming Book on a Small Town 
“Barington,’’ by Edward Tatum Wallace. (Simea & 
Schuster, New York.) 


Edward Tatum Wallace was brought up 
in a little Arkansas town where Bart Me- 
Kenzie kept the hardware store. When he 
was suffiicently brought up, he went away 
into the bigger world, but he remembered 
the little town of Barington. He remem- 
bered the people who lived there when he 
was growing up, and all that went on at 
Bart's place, where everybody came to buy 
and most everybody tarried to gab or listen 
to the gabbing that went orf around Bart's 
stove, Out of his remembering have come 
the folks that he used to know, good folks 
and some not so good, but all worth know- 
ing in the way that Wallace brings them 
to acquaintance, 

The 74 chapters, mostly short, are not 
particularly integrated, except that Bart 
and his folks and a few others turn up in 
most of them. Bart has to be in most of 
them, because he was mixed up in pretty 
nearly everything that happened in Baring- 
ton. He was a man who loved people, and 
they loved him in return, He was the town 
counselor and philosopher, Without him, 
Barington wouldn't have amounted to much.

Gen. Marshal! says—and repeats 
it—‘“‘the only defense against this

What he does not say, but what 
is implicit, is “attack without 
warning.” For the new weapons 
can knock out a country’s power 
of attack in a few short moments

The United States may then 
have the world’s largest and 
strongest army and industry.

will not have the power to attack | 


without warning if she remains a 
democracy. That power resides 
only in countries under political- 
military dictatorship.

Of the $800,000,000 that the United 
States has already contributed, all but $20,000,000 has been spent. | 


Most other countries, including neighboring Canada, have paid their 


full contributions. 


The United States still owes 
$550,000,000 of the amount already 
authorized by Congress. Unless 
this sum is made available by the 
end of the month, UNRRA’s mini- 
mum relief program for next win- 
ter may be seriously curtailed. 

But before that can happen, the 
doubts and suspicions of many 
Congressmen must be overcome. 
Above all, they want to be assured 
that relief is not being used for 
political purposes, and that the lib- 
erated nations are got simply lying 
down and waiting for Uncle Sam 
to come along with a handout. 


To help reassure the doubters, 
Representative Christian A. Her- 
ter of Massachusetts is proposing 
a series of amendments to the 
UNRRA _ appropriation. They 
have the non-political objective of 
trying to insure that aid is dis- 
tributed in accord with need. 

Herter, a Republican with a 
broad background in foreign af- 
fairs, has just returned from Eu- 
rope. There he made a thorough 
study of the operations of 
UNRRA, particularly in Eastern 
Europe. 


No Other Agency. 


He was not content to do as so 
many traveling Congressmen have 
done—that is, to stop briefly in the 
more comfortable capitals and rely 
on the opinions of our diplomatic 
and military representatives. Her- 
ter got out into the back country 
and saw conditions for himself. 


As a result, he is convinced that 
UNRRA is the only agency 
equipped to do the job. Only 
UNRRA is set up to help in the 
rehabilitation of Europe's shat- 
tered transportation and agricul- 
ture. The Red Cross—a substitute 
agency suggested by some—simply 
could not carry out this function 


Above all, Herter is convinced 
that America must participate in 
the relief effort. Unless we do, 
western Europe will lapse into 
anarchy, with some kind of totali- 
tarianism as the eventual out- 
come. 


The first two limitations on the

Something went wrong. Bonnett 
went up the snaking Naguilian 
Road to Baguio all right, success- 
fully evading the enemy force 
then coming down from Vigan. 
But he halted his men at Ba- 
guio for food and rest. I had 
no way of knowing that he did 
this, for I was even then planning 
a maneuver which might blunt 
the Jap force or lessen its effec- 
tiveness, but if the latter had. to 
be the case I would have to sac- 
rii:ce the Kennon Road—Bon- 
nett’s escape route. 

My plan was to hit the south- 
bound Jap spearhead with the 
best-seasoned men in my com-

Wolcott, who ranked as staff 
sergeant, was in the second plane 
over the target in the initial Su- 
perfort raid on Yawata, Japan, 
June 16, 1944. “It was pitch-black,” 
he related. “Eleven thousand feet 
below Wwe could see the glow of 
flares dropped by the pathfinder 
plane, and the much brighter 
searchlights. We saw one plane 
caught by the searchlights and 
shot down. It was the only plane 
lost over the target, 

“Our own plane was caught by 
the lights in the 10-minute bomb- 
ing run, but we dived out of it. 
The flak coming up at us looked 
like red and green streams of fire. 
We received no direct hit. When 
the shells exploded, as close as 
20 yards from us, we saw a wink 
of light and felt a dull thud 
that was all, 


“A few Jap fighters followed us 
over the mainland in the morning 
‘light, bus we landed safely, as did 
all 20 planes in our group. We 
had flown 8500 miles, and more 
than 2000 miles of that distance 
on three engines, since one had 
cut out, 

“At first the men hated the 
Superforts, They were still in the 
experimental stage and there were 
many operational failures, but 
after the bugs ‘were ironed out, 
we got to like them. We named 
ours the Ramp Tramp.” 

Wolcott participated in what he 
described as the longest bombing 
raid in history, which took the 
planes from the base near Cal- 
cutta to the island of Ceylon, and 
then to Palembang, Sumatra, a 
round trip of 4300 miles, 

The raids on Japan were 
stepped up after the Superforts 
were moved from India in a mass 
flight to bases in the Marianas. 
Describing the fire raids on Tokyo, 
Wolcott said: “We would come in 
at 8000 feet, but even at that

BERLIN, Oct. 12 — American 
policy for Germany is caught on 
the horns of the following dilem- 
ma: which is worth more, a per- 
fect score on de-Nazification or 
the saving of German lives? 

At the moment pressure sits 
heavily on the former, but mili- 
tary government officials, sensi- 
tive to criticism from home, fear 
that the emphasis will suddenly 
shift as human suffering becomes 
more visible this winter and will 
leave them holding the sack. 

Spurred by the belated revela- 
tion of the political scandal in 
Bavaria, which cost a lot of Nazis 
their jobs and —t. Gen, George §S. 
Patton his Third Army command, 
for condoning the situation, the 
military government is now strain- 
ing to make up for lost time in 
a purge of party members, big 
and little, from industry through- 
out the American zone. 

Admittedly, this is peeling down 
industrial efficiency and_ will 
mean less roofing, less window 
glass—less of almost everything— 
for German civiilans. 

The British already have de- 
cided to do everything possible to 
keep the Germans in their zone 
from dying this winter. American 
officials are inclined in the same 
direction, but the heat is still on 
to kick out the Nazis regardless 
of how much it may damage op- 
erations. 

One way in which the Ameri- 
cans are trying to approach the 
problem is by operating on two 
plans—a short-term one to face 
this winter’s emergency and a 
long-range one which. will fit more 
tightly the Potsdam requirements 
for liquidating Nazism. 

The genera] feeling is: “If we 
can get through this winter with- 
out major disorders we will be 
able to get tougher next spring.” 

It will be interesting to look 
back 10 years from now on the 
winter of 1945-1946 in ‘Germany 
and decide what we should have 
done.

Cubs Weak at Shortstop. 

Although they lost to the Tiger 
thumping, shortstop is about the 
only big hole the Cubs had in the 
series.

and requirements—a job which

Science Link for Services. 
Third: There should be a genu- 
ine scientific interlinkage between 
the services. 
In these days, when technical 
liaison between the two services 


is so complete and functioning so 
effectively, it is hard to realize 
that there was a time not so long 
ago when the two services were 


completely insulated from each 
other in certain technical areas. 
The failure to have technical co- 
operation at all levels was not 
only wasteful and short-sighted, 
from the point of view of techni- 
cal progress, but harmful to ade- 
quate preparation for the defense. 


This problem of technical inter- 
linkage between the services is 


only incidental to the important, 
broader problem of adequate in- 
terrelation between the services on 
all subjects, The technical problems 


of the services are not the same, 
yet they overlap broadly. The 
fact that the problems and points 
of view of the services differ to 
some extent would be a distinct 
advantare in _ any y interchange of | 


ideas. This cross-fertilization of 


its own particular set of 
has long been estab- 


with 


to successful research. Scientific 
achievement on one set of prob- 
lems can often furnish the key to 
progress on a broad front. 


Civilian-Military Partnership. 

Fourth: There should be some 
form of partnership between civil- 
ian scientists and the military. 

An improved form of civilian 
collaboration with the military on 
military research should be worked 
out. This may be done within the 
services or outside of them, by 
means of a civilian scientific body 
with both the power and the funds 
totinitiate research. 

The problem of working out 
within the services a status for 


civilian scientists and technical 
men is particularly acute. Ameri- 


organization within the existing 
branches of the _ services to 
achieve more effective use of their 
cilivian employes. The emphasis 
should be on an essential profes- 
sional partnership between scien- 
tists and military men. 

A third approach lies in expand- 
ing and improving the services’ 
System of contracting with private 
laboratories for research tasks, It 


is important that contractors be 
given a free hand to carry out such 
tasks in accordance with their 
own conception of what should be 
done. In the last analysis, it is 
the effort and the particular tal- 
ent of the skilled civilian scientists 
that should be sought. That ef- 
fort and that talent will only suf- 
fer if the services seek to substi- 
tute their own ideas and instruc- 
tions or the ideas and instructions 
of their lower echelons for that of 
the skilled technical men in the 
contractor’s employ. 


Civilian Group Necessary. 
Which of these or other ap- 
proache should be adopted by it- 
self, or@in combination with oth- 
ers, must depend in the last analy- 


sis on what our postwar military 
structure may turn out to be; on 
whether the position of the scien- 
tist within the services is im- 
proved, and on whether the over- 
all organization for research and 
development within the services is 
adequate. 

Regardless of what the internal 
organization of the services may 
be, it is desirable to have outside 
of the services themselves a civil- 
ian body with authority and funds, 
to conduct research on matters 
which have military significance. 

In the meantime, there should 
be a Research Board for Na- 


tional Security under the National 
Academy of Sciences, to bridge 
the gap between the termination 
of the Office of Scientific Re- 
search and Development and the 
eventual creation of an independ- 
ent agency under mandate from 
the Congress. The Office of Scien- 
tific Research and Development is 
a temporary war agency. It was 
established for a war purpose and 
as such was properly organized on 
a basis of highly centralized 
authority. As presently set up, it 
should go out of existence at the 
end of the war. Any new organi- 


zation, either interim or perma- 
nent, should be organized on a 
more representative basis and 
definitely for its peacetime pur- 
poses... . 

An independent civilian body 
having both authority and funds 
would ably supplement the efforts 
of the services with the freshness 
of approach and independence of 
mind which is invaluable to suc- 
cessful research, For nearly 30 
years the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics has been 
such a body. That committee, of 
which it was my privilege to be 
chairman for several years, sifper- 
vises and directs the scientific 


study of the problems of flight in 
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the closest of co-operation with 
both the Army and the Navy. If 
it had not been for this commit- 
tee, our country would not have 
been in the strong position in 
which it found itself in areonau- 
tical matters at the beginning of 
this war. 

We must face the fact that, al- 
though research on military prob- 
lems and military weapons is 
largely a military matter, it is not 
entirely so. The job ‘is primarily 
one for the trained professional 
scientist and engineer. It is a 
mistake to believe that, since sci- 
ence has military importance, 
scientific research should be run 


exclusively by military men.

As 
a result, civilians have had to 
report directly to the uniformed 
personnel at the level to which 
they were attached. In spite of 
notable individual exceptions, this 
practice does not attract into the 
services scientific and technical | 
men of the highest caliber. 

One solution to the problem lies'| 
in the great expansion of the 
offices of the secretaries in peace, 
with a civilian branch devoted to’ 
research and development. This 
has its distinct advantages. It 
can be carried to the point where 
there is a full structure, on basic 
research, on far-reaching develop- 
ments, in civilian hands, within 
the control of the department it- 
self, but in parallel with the cur- 
rent improvement of existing 
weapons by the bureaus and serv-| 
ices,

Famil Fun at lowa State Fair 
STATE FAIR,” from the novel by Phil Stong, is the 


66 £G movie headliner this week at the AMBASSADOR Theater. 
Movie oldtimers, as movie oldtimerings go, will re- 
member that the late Will Rogers scored one of his film suc- 
cesses with an earlier version of “State Fair.” 

This, however, is a brand new article. 

It is up to date with all the latest technical 
improvements, including Technicolor. It is cus- 
tom-tailored in plot and incident to suit the tal- 
ents of the people in it. 

Thus, there are special young-girl-in-love 
scenes written in for Jeanne Crain, with Dana 

Andrews acting well as the dummy. 

Thus, there are _  I-love-you-and-if-you-don't-love-mce-it-is- 
the-end-of-the-world scenes written in for blonde and bilious 
Dick Haymes, with Vivian Blaine thrown in for foil and com- 
plete with cherry-blonde hair and torch songs. Thus, there are 
triangle scenes with comic overtones written for Charles Win- 
ninger (in the Will Rogers role), his wife, Fay Bainter, and 
her admirer, Donald Meek. The scene at the fair, when Win- 
ninger fails to make the bell ring with his hammer but little 
Mr. Meek does, exciting Miss Bainter’s admiration and Win- 
ninger’s disgust, will show you what’s meant. 

Also, there’ve been music and lyrics written in by those 
twin geniuses of the New York stage’s Theatre Guild, Richard 
Rodgers and Hammerstein II. Some of the music reminds you 
of the Guild's “Oklahoma!” but perhaps you haven’t seen 
“Oklahoma!” in which case the merely pretty music of “State 
Fair” may become, for you, downright entrancing music. 
| On the whole, though, even though this is a new movie, 
with all resemblances with its Will Rogers predecessor strictly 
coincidental and unnecessary, it still is true enough to Stong’s 
“State Fair” thesis to be an authentic dramatization, in a 
lighthearted way, of the adventures of an Iowa farm family at 
that state’s fair. 

The plot’s concerned with how the older members of the 
family brought home prizes for raising the biggest pigs and 
making the best edibles, and how the younger members came 
back with songs of love triumphant in their pockets. 


Signe Hasso Does a Lauren Bacall 

In spite of a story that’s got more holes than swiss 
cheese, and in spite of a mood and treatment that makes you 
think of “Casablanca,” “To Have And Have Not,” and other 

such Warner Bros. Desperate-Dan and All-For- 
Love opuses, “JOHNNY ANGEL”, at the Fox, is 
a quite entertaining bit of movie business that 
ought to have a strong following. 

George (Humphrey Bogart?) Raft plays the 
sea-captain son of a sea-captain father whose 
ship has been found drifting at sea with signs 
indicating that all hands aboard have been mur- 

dered. Who did this thing to George's father? Why? How? Etc. 
George, his face blank and introspective as the fists that hang 
dangling from the well-cut arms of his merchant-marine uni- 
form, brings the derelict to port and goes ashore to find out. 

All the time George was bringing the ship in, there was a 
woman stowaway abroad. George knows there was a woman 
abdéard because he found one of her slippers. By a process 
of deduction that’s too fast for anybody but a script writer, he 
traces her to “Frenchtown.” Taxicab Driver Hoagy Carmichael 
leads him to the woman, Signe Hasso. She's scared and won't 
talk. Well, George (whose eyes can be soft, soft) has ways 
of making her talk. She talks. It was mass murder all 
right, with gold at the bottom of it. And among the people 
mixed into the fell deed are Claire Trevor, Lowell Gilmore, 
Margaret Wycherly, and Marvin Miller. 

Individual performances make this picture well worth at- 
tending. Miss Hasso makes the sort of smash-hit impression that 
Lauren Bacall made in “To Have And Have Not,” and 
should go as far as her studio’s imagination and material can 
push her. Miller, a one-time St. Louisan, makes as strong an 
impression, looking and acting like a mixture—believe it or 
not— of Orson Wells, Thomas Mitchell, and Charles Laugh- 
ton. Gilmore manages to be thoroughly menacing, in spite of a 
top-bracket British accent and clothes as well cut as 
George’s.

To retain that flavor the 
cook needs to be on her toes all 
through the preparation. The 
points where flavor is lost are 
in dressing and washing. If the 
chicken ig bought dressed, it is 
important to patronize a butcher 
who is fastidious about this busi- 
ness. From here on the responsi- 
bility ig the homemakers, 


After the chicken is singed, it 
should be rubbed with baking soda 
and then rinsed and rinsed, That 
should be the last washing and no 
more will be needed if the evis- 
cerating is done skillfully.

It is also a good plan to form 
the habit of conserving every 
smidgin of chicken fat, It makes 
excellent white sauce, a delicious 
seasoning for vegetables, fine pie 
crust and no fat makes more ap- 
petizing fried potatoes.

MY DAY 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK, Thursday. 
HERE is a great deal of urg- 

T ins on the part of military 
leaders that we have universal 
military service from now on, and 
a number of people have written 
me asking how I felt on this sub- 
ject. I think that before we make 
any decision we should take into 
consideration the change brought 
about by the atomic bomb. When 
we see some people contend that 
we need. exactly the same kind of 
strength which we needed before 
this discovery was made, I won- 
der whether they have lost all 
imagination and elasticity of mind, 
Discovery of the atomic bomb 
has made many forms of defense 
obsolete. I believe that we should 
stay a strong nation. I believe 
that training and discipline and 
responsibility would be good for 
all, boys and girls alike. But that 
it should be the same kind of 


' training which has been envisioned 


in th past seems to me highly 
unlikely. 

I think, therefore, that before 
one gives any blanket endorse- 
ment to universal military train- 
ing, one should ask several things. 
What are the final forms which 
scientists and military leaders be- 
lieve necessary to keep this na- 
tion safe? What is the best type 
of preparation which our people 
as a whole need, and how can it 
best be obtained? Do we need, 
as well as universal] miltary train- 
ing, some type of universal train- 
ing for better understanding of 
each other throughout the world? 
Do we need a better group of 
people to be our representatives, 
not only in the diplomatic service, 
but in the field of trade and in 
the development of communica- 
tion and interchange of travel? 

Undoubtedly there will have to 
be a greater interchange in the 
educational field. How are we 
going to make that of maximum 
use to our country and the other 
countries of the world? How are 
we going to improve agricultural 
development? And are we plan-’ 
ning to train an ever increasing 
number of people who will have a 
rounded picture of the world's 
economic situation and serve as 
guides and advisers in the whole 
program of friendly world rela- 
tions? 

These are all questions I want 
considered before any universal 
military training bill is settled 
upon for this rising generation. 

Last night I went out to Tren- 
ton, N. J., to speak for the Tren- 
ton “Committee on Unity.” More 
and more cities are getting up 
committees to create better under- 
standing among the citizens and 
to try to obliterate the misunder- 
standings which create racial and 
religious tensions. If only all of 
us would realize that every time 
we allow ourselves to have an un- 
kind and bitter thought about an- 
other human being we add to 
these tensions and put another 
nail in the coffin of world peace, I 
think we would make a far great- 
er effort to develop friendly un- 
derstanding and equality of op- 
portunity for all people in our 
own communities,

STAND BEFORE MIRROR so that you can see the move- 
ment of your facial muscles. Throw your head back slightly 
and make your neck taut (tense). By working your lower jaw 
try to stretch your neck. Push your lower jaw out right, out 
left, out front. Wiggle it. 

The purpose of this exercise is to tense practically every 
muscle of your face and neck. Do it 10 times the first day 
and work up to 50. When you finally do it correctly you will 
notice that your breasts move as you move your lower jaw— 
you will then have made elastic some muscles which are very 
seldom exercised. Your face will be more free of lines.

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Aching Feet 
Should Get 
Attention 


CHING feet make bad disposi- 
A tions, so for both your physical 

comfort and mental attitude 
prompt correction of this all too 
common complaint is in order. 
Correction of disabilities of the 
foot forms an important part of 
the orthopedic surgeon’s daily 
task. 

Popularity of arch pads or sup- 
ports and foot plates creates the 
impression that arch supports area 
panacea for all troubles of the 
foot. Bunion and corn plasters 
are equally as popular and a foot 
expert with a special shoe or salve 
is handy at most stores. In some 
cases 1 have no doubt that this 
is an honest effort to bring relief, 
while in others it falls short of 
its intentions on account of the 
inability of the laity to understand 
the mechanism of the normal and 
the pathologic foot, 

The function of the foot is to 
serve as a support for the weight 
of the body and to act as a lever 
in raising and propelling the body 
forward in walking and running. 
The muscles of the leg supply the 
power and the heads of the meta- 
tarsal bones serve as a fulcrum on 
which the weight is lifted. The 
foot contains the main arches 
composed of bones and supported 
by ligaments and muscles. The 
anatomy and function of the two 
arches must be understood to treat 
foot disabilities correctly. 

The movements of the foot and 
ankle are most important in the 
recognition and treatment of vari- 
ous foot ailments. Time and space 
preclude discussing the various 
disabilities of the foot, but the 
common everyday garden variety 
of foot disability may be classified 
finder “static disturbances of the 
feet.” 

Incorrect shoes, inadequate mus- 
cle and ligament support, exces- 
sive body weight and excessive ex- 
ercise are some of the major 
causes of foot strain. Flat feet 
and arthritis of the toes are con- 
ditions frequently seen. This 
much is certain: tired, aching feet 
reflect their misery throughout 
the body, depress you mentally 
and tire you physically. To get an 
intelligent evaluation of your foot 
disability you should consult an 
orthopedic surgeon.

ROM A.G.S., Pittsburgh: Col- 
F by, you’re wrong! You refer 

to the “atfected speech of the 
British.” But you should know 
that the most beautiful English is 
spoken by graduates of Oxford. 
Instead of continually advising 
Americans to “speak American” 
(debased tongue!) you should hold 
up to them the good example of 
pure British speech! 

Answer: Sorry, I have not re- 
ferred to British speech as “af- 
fected.” But I have sought to re- 
form those Anglomaniacs among 
us who have the preposterous idea 
that American speech is vulgar 
and that British speech is “‘pure.” 
Also, I shall continue to ridicule 
those Americans of the Haw-Haw 
school whose “I have bean aghahst 
at the vahst disahster at the 
ehcrahft plahnt” speech pattern 
looks down its nose at honest 
normal Americans. 

As for Oxford speech, this is 
what Britain’s leading playwright,

“An Oxford accent is considered 
by many graduates of that univer- 
sity to be the perfection of correct 
English; but unfortunately over 
large and denscly populated dis- 
tricts of Great Britain it irritates 
some listeners to the point of 
switching off, and infuriates others 
so much that they smash their 
wireless sets because they cannot 
Smash the Oxonian. If he (King 
George) delivered a single broad- 
cast in an Oxford accent his peo- 


ple would rise up that very day 
and proclaim a republic.”’ 

Also, in the preface to Pygma- 
lion, Shaw declares: “The English 
have no respect for their language, 
and will not teach their children 
to speak ‘it. It is impossible for an 
Englishman to open his mouth 
without making some other Eng- 
lishman hate or despise him.”

“KETCHUP”—It's Chinese! 


HE researcher into the be- 
T ginninss of American words is 

surprised to discover that 
ketchup, which had always been 
regarded as native as apple pie, 
turns out to be Chinese! 

“Ketchup,” “catchup” or “cat- 
sup,” as it is variously written, 
is the anglicised version of the 
Chinese koechiap or ketsiap. There 
is also the Malay kechap which is 
sometimes claimed to be _ the 
source word of the American 
ketchup; but the Malay member 
is believed by experts to be of 
Chinese origin. 

An interesting sidelight on the 
story of the word “ketchup” is 
that at one time its origin was 
given in many dictionaries as the 
alleged Japanese kitjap. The fact 
is according to reliable authority 
in the matters, that kitjap “is an 
impossible word” for the Japanese 
language. The error arose be- 
cause Japanese was substituted 
for Javanese! 

American ketch is made from 
a base of tomatoes, The Chinese 
ketchup is a condiment sauce of a 
brine of pickled fish or shell-fish.

OUTH’S redouble in today’s

The bidding:

West led his fourth highest club. 
South won, cashed the spade ace, 
then ran off dummy’s seven dia- 
monds. With the redoubled con- 
tract already home, and since West 
had discarded two spades, South 
now decided to go all out, and in- 
stead of taking the spade king 
and being satisfied with one over- 
trick, he finessed for the spade 
queen and garnered 800 extra 
points. 

This was extremely gratifying 
from the North-South point of 
view, and it became a great deal 
more gratifying — psychologically 
speaking—when analysis disclosed 
that a heart lead with a club r 
turn would have given the defend- 
ers no fewer than nine tricks, for 
a 2200-point penalty! South shud- 
dered just from having it pointed 
out to him! 

It goes without saying that 
sound bridge does not encompass 
the possibility of going down 2200 
points, hut even at the risk of 
“sticking out my own neck,” I 
must say that there was consider- 
able logic in South’s bold action. 
He knew, of course, that North’s 
leap to three no trump, right over 
West's double, could not possibly 
be “honest” — with a generally 
good hand, North certainly would 
have preferred to redouble, or 
even to pass and “wait”—but the 
very assurance that North had 
made that bid on a long minor 
suit gave South two strong rea- 
sons for redoubling. First, he 
could fill out either clubs or dia-’ 
monds, and therefore could ex- 
pect to run North’s suit. Second, 
failure to redouble would very 
probably send North scurrying to 
four diamonds or four clubs, 
whichever it happened to be, and 
South would pot dare go to 
game. 

Finally, there was the reason- 
able hope that even if the oppo- 
nents could defeat three no-trump, 
West might not hit the killing 
lead,
